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The GOP Threatens 
James Davis’ Seat 


The word that Republican Randolph 
Thrower will oppose the Fifth District 
Democratic nominee for Congress in the 
general election is excellent news for 
those who believe a two-party system 
would have a beneficial effect on Georgia 
politics. 

Mr. Thrower is more than a, token 
candidate, selected by the Republicans to 
prove the party is alive here. He is a’ 
successful lawyer, a man of unquestioned 
reputation and motives and for years has 
been active in many movements for the 
civic good. 

The seat to be contested is held by 
Rep. James C. Davis of Stone Mountain. 
Mr. Davis has represented Fulton, De- 
Kalb and Rockdale counties in Washing- 
ton since 1947 when he was seated over 
the protests of the late Helen Douglas 
Mankin. Mrs. Mankin, running for her 
old seat, received most of the popular 
vote in the July 1946 primary but claimed 
without success that she was counted out 
by an unfair invocation of the county unit 
svstem. 

Mr. Thrower’s background, backing 
and reputation all point to him running 
a strong race that will break over party 
lines. Judging by past. biennial primary 
results, Fulton voters do not consider 
Mr. Davis particularly representative of 
their county. DeKalb, which has been Mr. 
Davis’ main citadel, has thousands of new 
residents with open minds and no allegi- 
ance to the old pro-Davis county machine. 

This should be the race of the year in 
this area. How truly Mr. Davis represents 
the majority of his constituents will be 
one issue settled. Another will be the 
popularity of the county unit system in 
district.

Georgians Closing Gap 
In Income Differential 


Personal per capita income of Geor- 
gians has quadrupled during the past 
quarter of a century, according’to census 
figures. The state stands second in the 
nation in the rate of growth, exceeded 
only by South Carolina. 


The increase is tempered somewhat by - 


the knowledge that both states were at 
the bottom of the list 25 years ago, with 
per capita incomes of less than $400. With 
little industry and still dependent upon 
cotton as the mainstay of income, their 
people were incredibly poor. 

Georgia's increase in the period has 
been 281 per cent in personal incomes for 
each man, woman and child. South Caro- 
lina’s rise was 210 per cent. 

Gross personal income in Georgia in- 
cre¢sed from $1,015,000,000 in 1929 to 
$4,882,000,000 last year. Per capita income 
went from $350 to $1,333—a far greater 
increase than the 254 and 163 per cent 
shown for the nation as a whole. 

The state can be proud of these figures. 
Any wey you look at them, the gap in in- 
come between Georgians and the average 
in the nation has been narrowed. While 
it has not been erased, the future prom- 
ises that it will. During the last five years, 
for instance, Georgia scored a 31 per cent 
increase in per capita income—the 
country’s fourth largest. 


Population Grows Faster 
Than U.S. Labor Force 


Productivity of the American worker 
must continue to increase if the United 
States is to maintain or raise its living 
standards. 

Verification of that statement is sim- 
ple mathematics. Recent statistics show 
that the nation’s labor force is increas- 
ing at only half the rate of the general 
population. To take care of the gap, 
American workers must produce more 
with the help of science and engineering. 

Fear of automation and other labor- 
Saving devices loses its sting—as human 
history certainly proves—when faced 
with these facts. If living standards are 
to Be maintained in the face of this rising 
population, relatively fewer workers 
must produce more. 

Discussing this situation § recertly, 
Louis C. Goad, a top industrialist who is 
executive vice president of General Mo- 
tors, pointed out that only about one in 
160 of our population of 167,400,000 is 
engaged in science and engineering. Less 
than half of 1 per cent of our people, 
he said, deserVe most of the credit for 
our material standards. 

Today's “composite American” is 30.2 
years old and he may be expected to 
live another 42 years. This median age 
is increasing, even though birth rates are 
still on the rise. 

Each person in the labor force today, 
the executive pointed out, handles the 
needs of himself and 14 other persons. In 
1940 the ratio was 1.2. Productivity thus 
has had to increase by one-third since 


1940 to in the living standards of 
that year. . 
Because of improvements in technol- 


ogy and efficiency, the American work- 
man has been able to set recerd after 
record even on the 40-hour week, while 
his earnings steadily have increased. 

As time goes on, there will have to be 
further i 
progressively develop there 
will be a need for more and more scien- 
tists and engineers to find substitutes for 
those resources which now are being 
depleted. ;

The club is the recipient of 
the first Ed Davidson Trophy 
for outstanding youth leader- 
ship within the club, and as the 
best all-round organization of its 
kind, with emphasis on worthy 
achievements in the club, 
school, and comunity. 


FIRM OBJECTIVES 

Founded in 1944, the club has 
held firmly to its objectives: To 
“offer the opportunity of partici- 
pation: in a broad recreation 
program; to assist its members 
in a practical application of 
wholesome fellowship; to create 
greater interest in the worthy 
use of leisure time.”’ 

During the years of its opera- 
tion, the club has been a part 
of the Callaway Mills recreation 
program. Regular meetings are 
held in the rambling 


special events are often held at 
Callaway Auditorium. In .the 
summer, the pavilion at the 
Callaway Recreation Center 
swimming pool is the scene of 
numerous club activities. 


PING PONG, BILLIARDS 

At the Dallis street center, 
rooms are devoted to ping 
pong, billiards, television and 
table games.

Club members know what 
they want, and they are as 
intolerant of infringement on 
rules and regulations—set up 
by themselves—as any adult 
would be. “ 

No drinking, gambling or 
profanity is tolerated “‘at any 
time.’’ 

Street,clothes are worn at all 
meetings, unless for authorized 
special events. 

Smoking is not allowed on the 
dance floor or during meet- 
ings. 

Members who bring guests to 
the club ‘are responsible for 
their conduct. 

Fighting and boisterous be- 
havior is strictly prohibited and 
offenders are subject to suspen- 
sion. 

Elections are held following 
all-out campaigns that would 
make many an adult Politico 
take notice. 

At the request of the La- 
Grange chief of police, the 
Dallis Street Club organized a 
J-Teen unit to give some atten- 
tion to boys and girls between 
the ages of 11 and 13.
